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driver’s Jail cut

THE family of a grandfather 
killed by a woman who was 
driving after taking drugs have 
criticised the decision to cut her 
jail term. 

Donald McCallum, 76, was 
knocked down just before Christ¬ 
mas in 2007 when he was on his 
way to visit his family in Haverhill. 

He was going to see his great-grand¬ 
daughter for the first time. 

Helen Nunn, 41, was jailed for six years 
at Cambridge Crown Court after being 
convicted last December of causing Mr 
McCallum’s death by dangerous driving 
when unfit through drugs. 

Now her sentence has been reduced on 
appeal by a third, meaning she could be 
released in a year’s time. 

The sentence imposed by Judge 
Jonathan Haworth in January was slashed 
by two years by an appeal court judge, who 
said too much had been made of the drugs 
consumed. 

Highlighting the fact the drugs were 
taken the day before, Mrs Justice Gloster 
reduced Nunn’s sentence to four years - of 
which she will serve half in jail and half in 
the community on licence. 

Mr McCullum’s son Don, who still lives in 
Haverhill, said he was disappointed, but not

‘Significant’ drug 
dealer sent to jail 


A DRUG dealer who 
supplied Haverhill her¬ 
oin addicts has been 
jailed for four years. 

Ricky Preston, 44, was 
caught when police raided an 
address in Pentlow Hawke 
Close in Haverhill on the 
morning of September 24 last 
year. 

Officers found wraps of 
heroin and a set of scales 
hidden inside a mattress and 
nearby was a roll of banknotes 
containing £275. 

Robin Du Preez, prosec¬ 
uting, told Ipswich Crown 
Court yesterday that while the 
police search was continuing, 
mobile phones lying on the 
mattress were ringing 


continuously. 

In addition, two lists cont¬ 
aining names of local drug 
users and the amounts they 
owed for drugs were found. 

A police expert who exam¬ 
ined the lists said they app¬ 
eared to be a complete record 
of heroin users in Haverhill, 
totalling nearly 80. 

The mobile phones were 
seized and examined and 
found to contain numerous 
text messages quoting well 
known slang terms for heroin. 

When interviewed by pol¬ 
ice, Preston said he had been 
supplying a few friends in 
order to help finance his own 
drug habit. 

He had since the raid stopp¬ 
ed using heroin and was 


receiving treatment for his 
addiction. 

Preston, of Bury Road, 
Great Thurlow, had pleaded 
guilty to possessing a class A 
drug with intent to supply and 
supplying a class A drug 
between September 10 and 
September 24 last year. 

Neil Macaulay, defending, 
said that Preston had a sub¬ 
stantial history of drug mis¬ 
use. 

Mr Macaulay said: “It is not 
going to be easy for somebody 
to break off that habit after 
that period of time. What Mr 
Preston needs is long term 
rehabilitation." 

Preston had made sig¬ 
nificant efforts to resolve his 
own drug problem, and main¬ 


tained that none of the deal¬ 
ing had been for commercial 
gain. 

Sentencing Preston, fudge 
Peter Thompson said he re¬ 
garded the offences to which 
he had pleaded guilty as 
“substantial” and taking into 
account his previous con¬ 
victions for drug related 
offending, only immediate 
custody was appropriate. 

fudge Thompson said the 
lists found by police clearly 
showed that Preston had been 
dealing well beyond the few 
friends he had admitted to 
supplying with heroin. 

The judge said: “I conclude 
that you were a significant 
dealer in Haverhill. “ 


Swine flu case confirmed at school in county 


A CASE of swine flu has 
been confirmed at a 
Newmarket school. 

But the school, St 
Louis Roman Catholic 
Primary School, in 
Fordham Road, is 
remaining open. 


In a joint statement, 
Suffolk County Council 
and NHS Suffolk said 
they were working with 
the Health Protection 
Agency and monitoring 
the situation. 

Teresa Selvey, head¬ 


teacher said: “The 
school’s leadership 
team and governors 
will continue to mon¬ 
itor the situation and 
will keep parents in¬ 
formed if the situation 
should change.” 


It is understood that 
one pupil has been 
diagnosed with the 
H1N1 virus and there is 
a second pupil who is 
suspected of having it. 

It is the first con¬ 
firmed case of swine flu 


in Newmarket. 

The HPA said there 
were another 14 cases 
diagnosed in the East 
region on Tuesday 
bringing the total 
number of cases in the 
region to 326.

Schools’ pools closed 
as bacteria levels rise

SOARING bacteria levels in 
school pools have led to 
children being unable to cool 
off in the sweltering heat this 
week. 

Four swimming pools at schools 
were closed immediately, including 
Great Abington Primary, Linton CE 
Infant School, Linton Heights Junior 
School and Castle Camps CE Primary 
School, due to high levels of bacteria. 

The schools were told stormy, 
humid weather and recent hot spells 
could be to blame for the higher 
bacteria levels in the pools. 

Routine tests completed last week 
showed two of the schools, Linton 
Heights Junior and Castle Camps CE 
Primary, had only slightly above 
average bacteria levels, and they 
were able to reopen on Wednesday. 

The other two schools, Linton CE 
Infant School and Great Abington 
Primary, had considerably more 
bacteria than was deemed safe. 

A Cambridgeshire County Council 
spokesman said: ‘Affected schools 
are disappointed to have closed their 
pools but there was no other option 
as safety always comes first. 

“The pools with very high levels of 
bacteria will reopen pending results 
on follow-up tests, likely to be on 
Monday.” 

The pools’ chlorine levels are 
tested three times a day and the 
water is routinely tested once a 
month for bacteria levels. 

The schools declined to speak to 
the Weekly News but the spokesman 
added: “As soon as the problem was 
identified the pools were closed. 

“By taking immediate action it has 
been possible to keep the closures to 
the minimum. 

“As the weather is so hot it is an 
unfortunate time to have to close the 
pools and it will be good to see 
children enjoying the water again 
very soon.” 


In-tents learning experience 


CHILDREN visited the four 
corners of the Earth without 
leaving their school grounds 
when tents were set up for 
an Around the World Day.

surprised by the reduction in 
Nunn’s sentence. He had not 
gone to the appeal hearing, 
after sitting through six days at 
the trial when Nunn appeared 
to show no remorse for her 
crime. 

His father had been planning 
to move back to Haverhill, after 
living in Bulgaria for more than 
a year. Previously, he had cared 
for his wife who suffered from 
Alzheimer’s disease for seven 
years until her death. 

Don McCullum said: “At the 
end of the day it won’t bring my 
father back whatever they do to 
her, but I am disappointed. I 
think she should have served 
the full term. She could be out 
in a year and that does not 


seem much of a punishment 
for taking someone’s life. 

“Throughout the trial she did 
not seem to accept that she was 
not fit to drive, even though the 
amount of drugs she had taken 
could have killed a normal 
person. I think it sends out all 
the wrong messages, but that 
seem to be how the system 
works. 

“It brought it all home to me 
again on Father’s Day, and his 
death is still causing immense 
problems and because of the 
recession we cannot sell his flat 
in Bulgaria. He was on his way 
to visit all the family, including 
his great-granddaughter Kya, 
now one and a half, who he 
never got to see.” 

Nunn had taken a substan¬ 
tial amphetamine dose, up to 


five grams, 24 hours before she 
hit Mr McCallum on the All, 
near Stumps Cross, Cambridge. 
He was on his way to visit his 
family when his vehicle struck 
a barrier near the A505 slip 
road. As he left his car to 
inspect the damage, he was 
struck by Nunn’s Toyota Cor¬ 
olla. 

At the appeal, Judge Gloster 
said Nunn, of Ditton Fields, 
Cambridge, was a woman of 
previous good character and 
her driving fell into the 
category of “momentary 
inattention”. 

The court heard how Mr Mc- 
Callum’s car had been effect¬ 
ively blocking one lane of the 
dual carriageway before the 
crash happened, but other 
motorists had seen the obstacle 


and managed to avoid a coll¬ 
ision. 

However, Nunn failed to spot 
Mr McCallum until it was too 
late, smashing into both the 
motorist and his car. 

Nunn had a regular amph¬ 
etamine habit at the time, and 
the drug was still infiltrating her 
system when tested after the 
accident. 

The trial judge said a strong 
sentence was needed to send 
out a warning to those pre¬ 
pared to drive after consuming 
drugs - even if some time had 
elapsed since they had done so. 

Mrs Justice Gloster said 
Nunn was clearly “mortified” 
by her actions and was now 
intent on remaining drugs-free.

Three illegal 
workers found 


THREE Bangladeshi men have been caught 
working illegally at a restaurant in Haverhill. 

UK Border Agency officers, acting on 
intelligence, visited the New Maharajah 
restaurant in the High Street last Wednesday. 

They found two 32-year-old Bangladeshi 
men who did not have permission to work in 
the UK - one employed as a chef and 
another as a waiter - along with a 52-year- 
old Bangladeshi man who is believed to have 
been working as a kitchen hand, although he 
claimed he was just visiting friends at the 
restaurant. 

The chef and the waiter were both 
identified as illegal entrants, while the 52- 
year-old had overstayed his visa. 

The business was issued with an on-the- 
spot penalty notice for employing illegal 
workers and faces a fine of up to £30,000 if it 
cannot be proven that the correct right-to- 
work checks - such as asking for a passport 
or work permit - were carried out before the 
men were given jobs.

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Opposition to 
expansion plan

RESIDENTS living 
near a grain store 
which looks set to 
expand fear road 
safety will be com¬ 
promised if plans 
are given the go- 
ahead. 

A planning application 
has been submitted to 
extend the Camgrain 
site, on the south-east 
side of the A11 and some 
600 metres away from 
the All Wilbraham 
interchange. 

The proposals are to 
expand the existing site 
to increase the capacity 
for grain storage from 
90,000 tonnes to 300,000 
tonnes.

But layne and Alex 
Bateman, who live in 
Valley Farm Cottage, 
which lies in London 
Road adjacent to the 
Camgrain site, are fight¬ 
ing the proposals. 

The plans were due to 
go before South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 


mittee and a decision is 
expected to be made on 
the matter on fuly 9. 

Mrs Bateman said: 
“We are genuinely very 
concerned about the 
road safety implications. 

“It is reprehensible 
that what is likely to be 
the largest grain storage 
depot is going to be 


served by a single track 
road [Mill Road between 
the grain store and the 
All junction]. 

“At peak flow this 
single track road will not 
be able to allow a steady 
flow of two-way traffic.” 

Her husband Dr Bate¬ 
man said in a letter: “The 
only way sufficient traffic 
will flow is if stopped 
vehicles allow multiple 
vehicles to pass in the 
opposite direction. This 
will lead to a phenom¬ 
enon known as platoon- 
ing, where groups of 
HGVs join the All giving 
rise to a serious road 
hazard.” 

He also raised con¬ 
cerns about noise and 
light pollution and “a 
lack of foresight in 
allowing industrialisat¬ 


ion of a most pictur¬ 
esque part of the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire landscape”. 

The only access road 
to the couple’s 1950s 
cottage is shared with 
the Camgrain site and 
the chalk pit. 

Three parish councils, 
Great Wilbraham, West 
Wratting and Weston 
Colville, also oppose the 
plans. 

The planning state¬ 
ment includes a number 
of letters of support, 
including one from MEP 
Robert Sturdy who says 
the application rep¬ 
resents a great step 
forward for the eastern 
region at a time when 
world stocks, agriculture 
and food security are 
under pressure.

PATIENTS and visitors will 
have to pay an extra lOp to 
park at West Suffolk Hospital

increase is no more than lOp a day. 

“We will also continue to provide 
free drop-off points and infor¬ 
mation about the discounts offered 
to frequent visitors or those with 
special circumstances through our 
car parking leaflets, both of which 
have proved extremely popular 
since their introduction last year. 

“We are keen to encourage 
people to explore alternative modes 
of transport as the amount of 
parking available at the hospital is 
limited due to the layout of the site.”

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Vital oasis for cancer patients 
survives purely on donations 




EN you 
step 
through 
the 

doors ofWallace 
Cancer Care, it 
doesn't seem like a 
place where people 
are wrestling with 
disease at the lowest 
points in their lives. 

At the Cambridge 
charity’s centre in Red 
Cross Lane, near 


Addenbrooke’s, I’m given 
a friendly welcome into 
what looks like a 
comfortable home. I’m 
then ushered upstairs 
into a light, airy lounge 
with a view over a 
garden. 

There, I’m introduced 
to some of the staff and 
volunteers, as well as 
cancer patients who visit 
the centre and their 
families. 

The patients tell me 
about how they have 
been supported through 


A Cambridge charity that has helped thousands of 
cancer patients with practical and emotional 
support is celebrating its fifth birthday. Health 
correspondent JOHN MORGAN visited one of its 
centres to hear what it means to patients.

chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy treatment 
by Wallace Cancer Care’s 
wide range of free classes 
and treatments. 

Among those are 
relaxation groups, 
nutrition talks giving 
practical advice on diet, 
complementary 
therapies such as 
aromatherapy and 
massage to tackle stress, 
special support groups 
for men, teenagers and 
women in their 20s, 30s 
and 40s, and one-to-one 
counselling sessions for 
people in distress. 

An estimated 10,000 
people have used those 
services since Wallace 
Cancer Care opened its 
first centre in 2004. 

Bridget Cooper is here 
with her two daughters, 

1-year-old Grace and 3- 
year-old Scarlett. Bridget, 
39, from Cottenham, was 
diagnosed with 
aggressive breast cancer 
in June last year. 

“Just after having a 
baby, I thought my world 


had come to an end,” she 
says. 

But Bridget is now 
happy and well after 
coming through 
treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s and 
finding support at 
Wallace Cancer Care. 

She tells me that 
visiting the centre “just 
took me away from 
everything that was 
going on, from all the 
treatment, for an hour or 
so”. 

Of particular help to 
her was a talk from a 
dietician where she met 
other younger women 
going through similar 
experiences. 

“People greet you with 
a cup of tea and you sit 
here and relax,” she says. 
“It is just a brilliant 
environment to take your 
mind off things.” 

Bridget hits on a key 
word that comes up 
again and again in 
conversations with staff, 
volunteers and patients - 
tea. The kettle is always 


on, they tell me. 

Wallace Cancer Care 
could be making tea with 
magical properties, or 
possibly serving up the 
most delicious cuppa in 
East Anglia. 

More likely that tea, 
the ultimate comfort 
drink, is symbolic of 
something deeper. From 
talking to patients, I get 
the impression that the 
staff and volunteers are 
offering comfort, 
relaxation and kindness. 

Wallace Cancer Care is 
named after Mary 
Wallace, a nurse and 
cancer sufferer who 
highlighted to the 
Friends of Addenbrooke’s 
the need to support 
cancer patients. 

The charity is based at 
two sites. The drop-in 
centre on the 
Addenbrooke’s site is 
staffed by two oncology 
nurses and by volunteers, 
who run a cocktail trolley 
for patients on the 
oncology ward, D9. 

On top of that, there is

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the peaceful off-site 
centre in Red Cross Lane, 
a few minutes’ walk from 
the Addenbrooke’s 
oncology department. 

Outpatients can visit 
during the long waits in 
their treatment, along 
with their families, safe in 
the knowledge that their 
bleeper will summon 
them back if needed. 

That combination of 
clinical care and more 
wide-ranging support 
was a big help to Sheena 
Almqvist, an 
occupational therapist 
from Cambridge. Sheena, 
45, was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 
September 2007. 

“Addenbrooke’s is 
fantastic from a 
treatment point of view,” 
she says. “We couldn’t 
have a better hospital. 

But it is all the extra bits 
they do not have time to 
do deal with. The thing is 
you need other people, 
people who are perhaps 
one stage ahead in 
treatment and can give 
you the benefit of their 
experience.” 

Emotional support is 
another key element of 
what the charity 
provides. 

“There are some things 
you perhaps don’t want 
to talk about with your 
family,” says Sheena. “It 
needs to be someone 
who is in a similar state 
who would perhaps help 
your anxiety.” 

And Sheena found she 
relied on Wallace Cancer 
Care, which she describes 
as “a little oasis of calm”, 
even after her treatment 
finished. “When you 
finish treatment it is 
almost like the whole 
focus of your life has 
gone. Individuals around 
you have moved on and 
changed, and the whole 
process has made you a 
different person. 

“Here, they help you 
come to terms with 
everything to do with 
your treatment and how 


you cope with the 
diagnosis. The diagnosis 
doesn’t go away just 
because you have 
finished treatment.” 

That glowing response 
is echoed by Mike Vogel, 
62, who first came to the 
centre while going 
through radiotherapy for 
prostate cancer. 

“The first thing I 
realised when I came into 
the main room was how 
completely great it was at 
creating a feeling of 
relaxation,” he says. 

“The people here are 
not only extremely 
knowledgeable in what 
they do, they are 
absolutely lovely people. 

“Everything is so 
focused on relieving 
stress and anxiety. They 
really do care about you.” 

Most of the people I 
meet at Wallace Cancer 
Care are women, but 
Mike believes men 
benefit just as much. “A 
lot of men might be put 
off, thinking it doesn’t 
seem macho enough. 
They don’t know what 
they’re missing.” 

Some people might be 
suspicious of the worth 
of the complementary 
therapies offered by 
Wallace Cancer Care. 

Mike, however, would

not be among them. He 
was given massage, 
which avoided the areas 
being treated with 
radiotherapy and 
avoided encroaching on 
his clinical treatment. 

He now believes 
complementary therapy 
has benefits. “It tries to 
deal with things medical 
treatment does not deal 
with, and not in any way 
to interfere with medical 
treatment.” 

Mike was so impressed 
that he is mounting a 
Bedford to Cambridge 
sponsored walk, aiming 
to raise £1,500 for Wallace 
Cancer Care. Such 
support is warmly 
welcomed by the charity, 
which needs to raise 
£250,000 each year to 
keep going. 

“It is that kind of 
support we do need,” 
says Jo Davidson, 
director of development. 
“We rely entirely on 
donations. We are a small 
charity that provides a 
service free to our users.” 

There is a “tremendous 
demand” in Cambridge, 
Jo adds, but funds can 
sometimes be hard to 
come by. 

“In these straitened 
times it is very, very 
difficult. We do rely 
heavily on support from 
local businesses, the 
university and 
individuals - and never 
more than now.” 

Jo’s message is simple: 
“The service is too good 
for Cambridge to let it 
go.” 

She praises “fantastic” 
trained volunteers for 
their vital role.

Hassle-free options 
for summer watering 


AS CONTAINER plants 
begin to flourish and 
hanging baskets start to 
look their best, it's the 
watering that’s the hassle. 
It’s the most time-consuming 
chore of summer, especially if 
you have loads of pots. 

Many of us use drought-tolerant 
plants such as geraniums, 
agapanthus, alliums, 
phormiums, euphorbias, hebes, 
verbascum and nepeta to ease 
the burden of watering, and 
most established shrubs and 
perennials need less watering 
because their roots go deep 
enough to find moisture. 

If you don’t want to be limited in 
the plants you choose, you can 
install automatic irrigation 
systems. 

Choose a system which has a 
supply pipe that carries the 
water around the garden, and 
micro-tubing that can be fitted 
with individual nozzles which 
drip water at an even rate. 

Starter kits are available for self- 
assembly, and you can add extra 
pipes and nozzles later to extend 
the system. 

Connect the system to an 
outside tap and turn it on and 
off by hand, or add a timing 
device to do it automatically. 

The busy gardener should focus 
only on plants that need 
watering - those in containers 
and newly-planted specimens in 
borders, which will need to be 
kept moist until they are 
established. 

Don’t get the hosepipe out to 
water your borders in full sun on 
a hot day as lightly spraying the

surface does no good at all, and 
in any case very few areas of the 
garden need watering daily. 
Some vegetables will also need 
regular watering as they 
develop. Peas and beans should 
be watered frequently when the 
pods start to swell, while 
tomatoes and courgettes are 
also thirsty plants and need 
plenty of water as the fruit 
develops. With tomatoes, don’t 
go days without watering and 
then drench them. If you do, the 
base of the fruit is likely to split 
or the tomatoes may develop 
blossom-end rot - a dry, hard 
brownish coat at the base of the 
fruit which will ruin them. 

Leafy crops such as lettuce are 
less likely to bolt if they are kept 
moist, while tubers, such as 
potatoes, will need water 
throughout the growing season. 
Light watering is not the answer 
for most plants, as it just wets 
the surface of the soil - which 
encourages shallow rooting - 
and also evaporates more 
quickly. 

In hot weather, water in early 
morning or evening to reduce 
evaporation, and try to keep it 
around the base of the stem. 


Aim water at the roots of trees by 
inserting a section of drainpipe 
filled with gravel next to the tree, 
and then pouring water down 
that - it should go directly where 
it’s needed. 

Make a ridge of soil around 
shrubs which will hold the water 
in place as it soaks in. For plants 
in rows or smaller plants, install 
a seep hose. 

Alternatively, sink a plastic 
flower pot into the ground next 
to a plant which is likely to need 
watering and fill it up, which 
directs the water under the 
surface to the rooting zone of the 
plant. 

On the patio, you can buy 
equipment which will save time 
on watering by hand. 

Line porous containers with 
polythene before planting, but 
don’t cover the drainage holes. 
There are also self-watering 
containers with a reservoir built 
into the base and a wick 
connecting the reservoir to the 
compost. 

Stand summer pots on pot 
saucers so at least some of the 
water which has drained out will 
remain at the base and hopefully 
still seep up into the soil. 

A few easy changes to your 
watering habits should mean 
you can still enjoy your garden 
without having the hose out all 
the time. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Lavender (Lavandula) 

It’s a classic cottage-garden 
favourite, perfect for edging 
borders and herb gardens, with 
its aromatic fragrance and pretty 
purple flowers. One of the best 
for a low, informal hedge is L 
angustifolia ‘Hidcote’, covered in 
purple flowers which attract bees 
in summer. The scent is released 
as you brush past it. If you want 
something slightly different, try 
French lavender (L stoechas 
subspecies pedunculata), which 
grows to around two feet (60cm) 
and bears dark purple flower 
spikes topped by bright purple 
bracts which look like rabbits 
ears. This is more effective in 
sheltered shrub borders, hot and 
dry sites, rock gardens and wild 
areas. If you want an alternative 
colour for your lavender, try 
‘Loddon Pink’ with its soft, pink 
flowers. All lavender benefits 
from being lightly trimmed after 
flowering and then again in 
spring, but don’t cut in to old 
wood or it won’t recover. 

THREE WAYS TO... 

Keep crops weed-free 

1. Use a hand fork to weed in 
between crops without 
damaging them. If you do it 
regularly, it should become less 
of a problem. 

2. Place an organic mulch of 
straw around crops, which 
suppresses weed growth and also 
looks attractive. 

3. For large areas, use landscape 
fabric or black plastic over the 
soil to block out light and plant 
crops in holes cut through it.

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Electric car era Is closer 

Green technology gets council go-ahead 


GREEN technology 
bosses have won a multi¬ 
million pound grant to 
build a futuristic fleet of 
electric cars. 

Government business 
innovation body the 
Technology Strategy Board 
awarded the North East 
consortium of academics 
and vehicle manufacturers 
£3.9 million to help speed 
the introduction of viable 
electric passenger vehicles 
on the region’s roads. 

The consortium of Nissan, 
Smith Electric Vehicles in 
partnership with LTI and 
Ford, AVID Vehicles, Liberty 
Electric Cars, Newcastle 
University and One North 
East, was one of eight 
winners from across the 
country of the Government’s 
Ultra Low Carbon Vehicle 
Demonstrator competition. 


It will see an initial 35 
passenger vehicles 

developed and trialled in the 
region. 

The performance and use 
of the vehicles, which 
include 15 Nissan cars, 10 
Smith electric taxis, five 
Smith people carriers, a 
Smith executive minibus, 
two AVID saloon cars and 
two Liberty urban Range 
Rovers, alongside a network 
of charging points, will be 
monitored by Newcastle 
University’s Transport 
Operations Research Group. 

The consortium will be 
trialling the vehicles 
technically, observing how 
they influence travel 
patterns and how people use 
them in the region, alongside

an extensive education and 
awareness-raising campaign. 

Technology Strategy Board 
head of innovation platforms 
Heidi Lovelock said the 
consortium was part of the 
world’s largest co-ordinated 
electric vehicle trial. 

She said: “What we may 
find as we look to the future 
is increasing use in cities of 
electric vehicles to reduce 
pollution and reduce 
congestion. 

“We need to break down 
some of the preconceptions 
about the ownership and use 
of electric vehicles. 

“We might - I’m not saying 
we will - but we might end 
up seeing a city owning a 
fleet of electric vehicles that 
everybody uses for 
commuting whereas things 
like hybrids or improved 
versions of diesel or petrol 
engines might be used by 
people for longer journeys. 

“People often criticise 
electric vehicles in the sense 
that they have a fairly short 
range still in terms of travel 
before you have to charge 
up, but we need to 
remember that 93 per cent of 
our journeys in the UK are 
actually shorter than 25 
miles and that accounts for 
62 per cent of our carbon 
emissions. 

“So if we can even just 
replace the shorter journeys 
with electric vehicles we will 
have achieved quite a lot.” 

Chris Pywell, head of 
strategic economic change at 
One North East, said the 


Technology Strategy Board 
announcement was a 
historic moment for the UK. 

He said: “This is the first 
time that electric vehicles are 
to be taken seriously as a 
credible alternative to the 
internal combustion engine 
on a national and 
international scale. 

The first vehicle is 
expected to be a Smith 
executive minibus with the 
first trials centred in 
Newcastle and Gateshead, 
where the first charging 
points are being installed. 
The trials will then be moved 
to the Tees Valley area and 
then the wider North East 
region. 

Sian Reid, executive 
councillor for climate change 
and growth, commented: 
“We’re extremely keen on 
electric vehicles. We have set 
aisde a budget for electric 
vehicle charging points in 
multi-storey car parks across 
the city for later this year. We 
would also like to see on¬ 
street electric charging 
points around the city.” 

■ More than a third (39 per 
cent) of motorists (39 per 
cent) would buy a hybrid or 
an electric model if they had 
to buy a new car. 

The poll revealed that 
British motorists would 
prefer a hybrid car: exactly a 
third of respondents (33 per 
cent) would opt for it in 
comparison to the six per 
cent who would prefer to get 
behind the wheel of an 
electric car.

Biller’s in the dark 
over her world bid 


STEFANIE Biller will have to play 
the waiting game to discover 
how many events she will 
compete in at the forthcoming 
World Open Water 
Championships in Rome. 

The Haverhill-based swimmer 
booked her place in the German 
squad for the women’s 10km 
following national trials, 
finishing runner-up to Angela 
Maurer by just five seconds in a 
time of 2hr Imin 36sec. 

But she will have to bite her 
nails until Monday to find out if 
she will get a world spot over 
her preferred distance of 25km 
amid controversy over the 
qualification process. 

Biller, who swims for West 
Suffolk, this week took part in 
the latest round of the Marathon 
Swimming World Cup in 
Portugal as preparation for 
her assault on the 10km at the 
world championships. 

And coach Alan Bircher said 
he was thrilled she had 
qualified, despite the 
shorter distance being her 
weaker discipline. 

He said: “She went there 
with this in mind as a bonus, 
but come 2012, because it’s 
the Olympic event, that’s the 
one she’ll be wanting to aim 
for then. 

“Stefi was leading with 300 
metres to go, but Angela is 
tactically sound and came 
through at the end.” 

But Biller’s hopes of competing 
in the 25km hang in the balance 
after the trial was called off 
because of protests over the 
temperature of the water being 
too cold. 

It was agreed to hold a 15km 
race instead as part of the 
German Championships, with

Biller taking gold in a time of 3hr 
12min 22sec, almost 18 
minutes clear of runner-up 
Franziska Jordan. 

However, both Maurer, who 
finished fourth at the Olympics, 
and regular rival Britta Kamrau 
withdrew from the competition 
and it is now in the hands of the 
national selectors to choose 
their two entrants. 

Bircher said: “Stefi actually 
raced with the men and finished 
second overall behind a guy who 
was world open water champion 
a few years ago. 

“But there’s a bit of politics 
involved and we’re pretty 
certain they’ll give it to Angela 
and Britta.” 
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
